TO  s The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  BLYTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCILS 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  My  Ladies,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1952* 

During  this  year  there  were  two  distvirbing  features, 
vizs  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  and  an  infant  death  from 
well  water  cyanosis. 

The  poliomyelitis  outbreak  was  the  main  blot  on  the  bill 
of  health  for  the  year.  However  the  outbreak  was  not  confined 
to  this  Rural  District.  It  prevailed  in  towns  and  rural 
districts  elsewhere  in  the  Country.  Previous  experience  in 
this  Country  has  shown  that  when  an  infection  has  become 
established  in  an  area,  there  is  a tendency  for  the  summer 
prevalence  to  be  repeated  in  the  years  following,  particularly 
if  the  summers  are  dry  and  warm.  Unfortunately,  one  must  admit 
for  the  present  at  any  rate,  that  v/e  are  dependant  on  a poor 
summer  for  the  control  of  poliomyelitis.  For  the  future,  on 
the  other  hand,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  the  hope  of  an 
immune  serum,  probably  of  a temporary  nature  at  first. 

V/ith  regard  to  well  water  cyanosis,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  scheme  for  testing  the  water  from  as  many  wells  as  possible 
ante-natally,  will  be  effective. 

It  v/ill  be  noted  from  the  statistics  that  there  has  also 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year,  compared  v/ith  1951  • Apart  from  the  case  of  well  water 
cyanosis,  I do  not  consider  they  were  attributable  to  environ- 
mental causes. 

Other  subjects  reported  upon,  compare  satisfactorily  with 
1951 • 1 do  feel,  however,  that  the  sewering  of  Kelsale  is  a 

matter  of  urgency. 

The  information  regarding  housing,  meat  inspection,  water 
supplies  and  factory  inspection  is  the  work  of  Mr.  Kitchen,  Mr. 
Johnson  and  tir . Nation.  I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  for 
their  assistance. 

1952  was  my  first  year  in  the  Rural  District  and  I should 
also  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  great  courtesy  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.

DIFriTHERIAs 


In  January,  a woman  of  44  years  was  diagnosed  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria  by  the  family  doctor  and  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Ipswich.  There  were  no  other  suspicious  cases  in 
the  neighbourhood;  the  only  assumption  that  could  be  made  was 
that  infection  had  been  contracted  at  the  time  of  a visit  to  a 
large  town  a fev/  days  previously.  Recovery  was  complete  but 
this  case  serves  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  risk  of  contracting 
the  disease  still  exists. 

ANTERIOR  POLIQMmiTIS! 

During  1952  there  were  20  known  confirmed  cases  of  anterior 
poliomyelitis  in  the  district.  The  first  case,  which  occurred 
in  April  was  of  such  overwhelming  severity  that  death  occurred 
early  in  the  illness  from  affection  of  the  vital  centres  of  the 
brain.  Of  the  13  paralytic  cases,  6 had  such  a severe  degree 
of  paralysis  that  they  became  long-term  hospital  orthopaedic 
cases  with  a residual  disability.  Seven  of  the  cases  were 
sufficiently  mild  to  make  a complete  recovery  in  a fev/  weeks, 
with  no  residual  paralysis.  The  last  recorded  case  occurred 
in  December  and  was  a week-end  visitor  to  the  area,  who  had 
obviously  contracted  the  disease  elsev/here.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  were  in  parishes  around  the  Urban  District  of  Leiston.

DIPHTHERIA  ILffiiUNISATIONs 

In  previous  years  it  has  been  possible  to  express  as  a percentage 
the  total  number  of  children  living  in  the  district  who  have  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria.  Unfortunately,  the  Registrar -General 
is  no  longer  able  to  supply  estimates  of  child  population  in  County 
Districts  and  this  percentage  cannot  be  given. 

A reduction  in  the  number  of  children  immunised  has  been  taking  place 
in  England  and  Uales  as  a whole  during  the  last  few  years.  The  County 
Council  attempted  to  stem  this  downward  trend  in  East  Suffolk  by 
intensifying  its  propaganda.  It  so  happened  that  the  commencement  of 
the  propaganda  campaign  coincided  with  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis 
in  the  district  and,  in  many  cases,  immunisation  of  children  was 
deferred  until  the  cooler  weather.

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign  aims  at  all  infants  receiving  their 
primary  immunisation  (two  injections)  between  the  ages  of  8 months  and  1 
year  and  receiving  a reinforcing  injection  at  the  age  of  commencement  at 
a Primary  School . 

MILK; 

1.  PRODUCERS. 

The  County  Public  Health  Staff  took  75  samples  of  milk  from  the  herds 
of  producers,  and  of  these  s- 

(a)  NO  SAI'iPLES  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

(b)  TEN  SAMPLES  were  found  to  contain  brucella  organisms. 

In  all  the  cases  of  producers  whose  milk  was  found  to  contain  brucella 
organisms  the  milk  was  already  being  sent  for  pasteurisation  before 
sale.  This  obviated  the  need  for  formal  restriction  orders  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949»  each  case  the  producer  was 

advised  that  such  formal  action  would  not  be  taken  so  long  as  no  milk 
was  sold  in  the  rav/  state. 

2.  DEALERS . 

Fourteen  dealers  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  specially  designated 
milk.

FOOD  POISONIUG. 

Pour  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  In 
February  three  persons  in  one  household  suffered  from  acute  attacks 
of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  Recovery  was  complete.  The  food  responsible 
was  believed  to  be  cream,  but  the  organism  was  not  identified. 

In  July,  a three-year  old  child  was  suddenly  ill  with  a high  temper- 
ature and  vomiting,  later  followed  by  diarrhoea  v/ith  the  passage  of 
blood.  The  illness  lasted  about  three  weeks.  The  public  health 
laboratory  found  a specific  organism  (salmonella  typhi  murium)  in  the 
stools.  No  other  cases  occurred  in  the  household.  The  child  had  been 
playing  in  a ditch  nearby  and  the  source  of  infection  may  have  been 
from  rats. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  I948.  Section  47. 

This  Section  relates  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  an  Institution  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  unwilling  to  go  but  for 
whom  it  is  considered  that  it  is  in  their  best  interests  that  they 
should  be  cared  for  in  this  way. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Section  during 

1952.

During  1952  water  was  carted  to  the  Walpole  Lane  District  and  to 
Haugh  Wood  Camp  as  in  1951*  Laying  of  water  mains  was  completed 
during  1952  in  the  Parishes  of  Parham,  Hacheston,  Marie sford  and 
Little  Glemham.  (Supply  from  the  Parham  Air  Ministry  Pumping 
Station).  Of  the  218  properties  on  the  route  of  the  mains,  all  but 
31  have  taken  the  supply.  A start  was  made  on  the  Southern  Regional 
Scheme,  with  the  Parish  of  Easton  completed,  and  supplies  given  to 
house  s . 

WLL  WATER  CYANOSIS. 

In  January  1952  a six-weeks  old  infant  died  from  me thaemoglobinaemia 
due  to  the  presence  of  an  excessive  quantity  of  nitrate  in  the  well- 
water  which  was  used  for  making  up  the  infant's  feeds.  In  this  case 
the  amount  of  nitrate  in  the  v/ater  was  over  100  parts  per  million. 

The  condition  had  been  recognised  as  a clinical  entity  in  this  Country 
for  some  years.  The  typical  history  would  be  that  the  family  water 
supply  was  from  a shallow  well,  a young  infant  would  become  ill  with 
vomiting,  its  colour  would  become  "blue"  or  "grey"  and  it  would  then 
have  signs  similar  to  that  of  pneumonia.  It  was  also  known  that  the 
condition,  if  diagnosed  soon  enough,  could  be  successfully  treated 
by  blood  transfusion  or  intravenous  injections  of  methylene  blue. 

However,  the  occurrence  of  a fatal  case  necessitated  some  preventive 
measure  rather  than  mere  reliance  on  early  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  District  Council  and  the  County  Council  arranged  the  following 
procedure  i- 

1.  The  County  Council  Health  Department  would  notify  the 
District  Medical  Officer  of  all  expected  births  and 
notified  births. 

2.  The  District  Councilte  Sanitary  Inspector  would  take  samples 
■of  well-water  where  the  supply  was  from  a well,  and  arrange 
for  the  nitrate  level  of  the  v/ater  to  be  estimated. 

The  scheme  has  nov;  been  v/orking  for  over  twelve  months,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  taken  a large  niimber  of  samples  of  water  for  nitrate 
estimation.  'Wiere  the  nitrate  level  is  found  to  be  unsafe,  the 
household  are  warned  and  a suitable  safe  alternative  supply  is 
indicated.  As  the  amount  of  water  used  for  infant  feeds,  orange 
juice,  etc.,  is  not  excessive,  it  is  possible  to  carry  and  conserve 
supplies  of  water  for  this  purpose  in  household  bottles. 

In  working  the  scheme,  two  arbitrary  limits  have  been  fixed  :- 

(i)  Where  the  nitrate  level  of  the  water  is  20  parts  per 
million  or  more  it  is  considered  unsafe  for  use  for 
infant  feeding  purposes.

(This  leaves  a safety  margin  in  that  well  water  considered 
"safe"  in  1952  may  be  considered  "safe"  for  some  considerable 
time  hence ) . 

(ii)  It  is  advised  that  only  "safe"  v/ater  be  used  for  infants  up  to 
the  age  of  one  year. 

It  had  to  be  explained  from  the  start  that  boiling  "unsafe"  water 
did  not  remove  the  nitrate. 

Up  to  date  the  scheme  has  been  working  satisfactorily.  A close  watch 
has  to  be  kept  for  infants  born  outside  the  area  and  not  notified  by 
the  County  Health  Department.

SEWERAGE. 

(a)  Nev/  Sites  for  Council  Houses. 

The  sites  for  new  Council  houses  at  Bramfield,  Kettleburgh, 

Saxtead  Green  and  Blythburgh  were  of  such  size,  shape  and  situation 
that  difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Architect  in  arranging  that 
the  sev/age  disposal  unit  should  be  at  such  a distance  from  the 
houses  as  to  comply  with  the  Technical  Appendices  of  the  Housing 
Manual  1949*  The  Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  required  an  assurance  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  that  there  would  be  no  public  health  objection  to  the  proposed 
layouts. 

It  was  very  difficult  to  predict  what  the  living  conditions  would 
be  like  in  such  cases,  but  no  objection  was  raised.  It  is  anticipated 
that  more  of  these  problems  may  arise  in  the  future  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  finding  suitable  dispersed  sites  without  infringing  too 
much  on  agricultural  land. 

(b)  Framlingham  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Plans  are  ready  for  a new  Works  but  v;ork  has  not  yet  been  started. 

( c)  Kelsale. 

Concern  was  expressed  over  the  difficulty  of  disposing  of  night 
soil  in  the  built-up  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Kelsale.  A sanitary 
survey  of  54  properties  revealed  that  30  v/ere  without  adequate  means 
of  disposal  of  night  soil  from,  pail  closets.  The  Parish  already  has 
main  v/ater  and  a scheme  for  sewering  the  properties  has  been  prepared. 
It  is  felt  that  the  sewering  of  the  built-up  portion  of  Kelsale  is  a 
matter  of  public  health  urgency.
